HE leftist Peoples’ Action Party is going all out

Federation of Malaya. 


The government has already 
started classes for people from 
all wulks of life to Jearn Malay, 
The first adult closses started a 
week ago, and 13,000 started off 
with the Education Mintster's 
alm of 100,000 when cnough 
tenchers are found. School 
children are also learning more 
about Malaya and are being 
taught to have a completely 
Malayan outlook, immuned, to 
communal sentiments, 

The government has hit out 
at the English-educaled elite, 
who they claim have been “dee 
vitalised. almost emasculated as 
a result of deculturlsatlon.” 

They hope to make Malay the 
medium of Instruction in ine 
stitulluns of, Icarning, the 
Janguage of the administration 
and judiciary. 

Now, talks between Singapore 
and the Federation on (seal, in- 
dustrial and trade policies are lo 
be held here, 

These talks will also cover 
other pan-Malayan subjects such 
as immigration, posts, telecum- 
munieations and income tax, 

The trade talks will vim at 
securing an integrated common 
market = policy ound a) pans 
Malayan industrial development 
progainme in which there will 
be no duplication or overlapping. 

All these things are being 
done to facilitate a merger In 
the future, 

The Pedcration can do with- 
out Singupare as is world port. 
It woukl be an — inconvenlence 
in the beginning ‘for the 
-Federation but after Port Swet- 

tenham had been fully deve- 
loped on the west coast of the 
Malayan peninsula, Singapore 
would be non-essentlal. 


Future 


That is why Sinjapore, whose 
whole future is fied up with the 
Federation, is geing all out to 
woo the  Alliunee Government 
here that Singapore stute is just 
as much Malay as the rest of the 
peninsula, 

There is a far possibitity 

that if Singapore uses patience 

arditing for Malaya to ake up 
fis mind, she may merge with 

Indonesia in that country's 

plan for a Greater Indonesia. 

This drvam also includes the 

Federation, ‘ 

The political reasons why 
Singapore is clamouring to be 
“adopted” as Mataya's twelfth 
state is because there js con- 
siderable ‘feeling in Singapure 
that a merger offers a short-cut 
to Singapore's full independence, 

This feeling is based on the 
assumplion that Britain is in no 
particular hurry — to @rant 
Singapere full independence as 
long as the PAP centinues to 
play a dominant role in the 


Malayan as 


Rhaping of the future destinies 
of the island. 

The main reason, apart from 
the PAP being a leftist party, 
is the upset of the racial balance 
between the Malays ond Chincse 
if Singapore becomes the twelfth 
state of the Federntion, 

In Malaya, according to the 
lasy census, ‘the Malays out- 
number the Chinese In the pro- 
portion of 3.1. to 2.3 milllon. 
There are an estimated onc 
million Chinese against 150,000 
Malays in Singapore today. 


Racial 


A union the two states 
would swell the number — of 
Chinese to 3.3 millon against 
3.2 million Malays. 

The Malays’ fear of being 
awamped in the land of 
thelr birth by other races, 
especially the Chinese, has al- 
waya been strong. It is for 
tlds reason thag the Alliance 
government here has adopted 
Islam and Malay as the na- 
tlonal religion and languaro 
of the country with special 
privileges made to safeguard 
Malay rights and interests, 
Singapore's cagermess to merge 

with the Federation also stems 
from cconomic grounds, Trade is 
Singapore's Iffeblood; and much 
of the new state’s prosperity Hes 
in the role it plays as the 
“clearings house” for both = the 
Fedcration’s export und import 
trade. 

There is considerable feeling 
here that a .merger between 
Molaya and Singapore fs fnevit- 
able because both territories 
have tco much in common, and 
the division itself is only man- 
made, But even then with the 
emergence of the PAP In Singa- 
pore, the Federation has decid- 
ed to adopt a “wait and see” 
palicy. 

With Malaya now engaged in 
the all-out annihilation of the 
Communist terrorists, the emer- 
fence of the leftist PAP has 
made the Federation even more 
determined to resist the merger 
with Singapore. 

But the PAP has been at great 
pains to explain to the Federa- 
tion that the wovernment — is 
formed by a democratic Social- 
ist party and not a Communist 
even though the party has some 
extreme leftist members. 

Of the parties in the Federa- 
tion. parliament, only the 
Malayan Soctalist Party mem- 
bers—clght in the  104-seat 
chamber—fully endorse the idea 
of Smegapore merging with the 
Federation. 

The merger is still a long way 
off and it may be that their only 
chance in the near future is the 
emergence of a Socialist gav- 
ernment in Malaya after the 
next clections in five years time.

This project is dear to Cum- 
munism; it leaves both parents 
{ree to work und it gives the 
authorities ever-increasing op- 
portunities to train the children 
to be good little Communists. 

Ordinary schools are being 
converted into boarding schools, 
with classrooms rebuilt as 
dormitories, They are open to 
any pupil.

* And‘there are buildings like 
the prefabricated five-storey 
school at the end of my road 
golng up all over the Soviet 
Union. d 

Tho  Russians‘estimate that 
by the end of 1905 about 
2,500,000 Russian children will 
be living in rding schools, 

What are th schools like? 
Well, to an Englishman. they 
seem to. be a mixture of school, 
technical college, holiday camp, 
and political’ centre, sploed with 
some of the more pagan aspects 
of English public school life. 

Fees are graded according to 
the parents’ income and range 
from 30 to 300 roubles (£1 to 
210) a month; the State pro- 
vides the rest, and it has-been 
estimated that the cost of kecp- 
Ing a child at a boarding school 
ts about 800 rounics a month. 
» (The average wage for the 
whole .of Russia is 800 to 900 
roubles month. Realistic 
conversion: 28 roubles for £1.)

As in all Soviet schools 
political education occupics an 
important place in the syllabus. 

And, far removed from the
